“Let your dollars serve Can- 
ada” is the slogan for the ap- 
peal which the Dominion Gov- 
erment has launched to raise 
$150,000,000, “ to promote the 
economic and financial welfare 
of Canada”, as it is aptly put in 
the official circular containing 
details of the 1931 National 
Service Loan, 

The offering of this consider- 
able amount of bonds to invest- 
ors is one of the most import- 
ant financial undertakings this 
country has ever  witressed, 
certainly since the war days 
when victory bonds were offered 
in large amounts and readily 
subseribed to save the country 
from foreign aggression. 


Now the necessity has arisen 
of saving the coantry from 


economic consequences of an 
extraordinary character, and 
that: the public will respond 
with the same promptness is 
as unquestioned as when Cana- 
da stood on the verge of a cat- 
aclysm inthe darkest days of 
the Great War. 

Owing to world-wide con- 
ditions, economic problems are 
confronting Canada, which re- 
quire the public to respond with 
the same promptness and in 
the same measure as when 
Canada faced the darkest days 
of the Great. War. That is wh 
the present appeal for funds is 
being made. 

One of the important features 
of this issue is that. the public 
willfreceive a little more than 
5 per cent. on their investment. 
The bonds are being issued to 
mature at the end of five years,

Be sure to protect your poul- 
try from freezing on the way 
from home to point of assem- 
bly. 

Be careful not to bruise. Good 
bleeding is essential, else the 
carcass will present a red, un- 
attractive appearance.
